2002. the above-referenced application has 
been made subj ect to a requirement to restrict. 
Claims 1 -5 are in the case. 

The Examiner finds that the subject application should be restricted 52 ways. In 
relevant part the Examiner has taken the position that claims 1 . 3 and 5 (Group VII) are drawn 
to a an isolated 1 6srDN A sequence indicative of a dechlorinating bacteria strain and an 
isolated bacterial strain comprising the same as they read on SEQ ID NO:8 and are classified 
in Class 536 subclass 24.32 and Class 435, subclass 243 respectively. 

Election of claims is required under 37 CFR 1.143. 

Accordingly Applicants hereby elect Group VII encompassing Claims 1,3 and 5 as 
they read on SEQ ID NO:8 without traverse. 

^Please cancel claims 2 and 4 as drawn to a non-elected invention.
